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Jhomas Jefferson's Prophecy of a 
Southern Confederacy. 

It is a remarkfiblp f.M:t that at the time of the 
acquisitinr. of llic Lniiisiaiui torrilory, 1804, tlic 
opponents of tliat measure predicted the iiltimalc 
fdrmation of a new confcdcrany trhich would usurp 
flic rnntrol of tbo eastern allluents of the Missis- 
sippi river. ItWM in reference to such Binistcr 
priiplicsies that 'Mr. Jeffctson wrote as follows to 
Mr. BrecklnridiiC. undur date of Autjust I'Jth, 
1803.1 : We jaote from the fourih voUinio of his 
writings, as published i)y Couiircss. 

"Objections urc raising to tlu- Kastward against 
the vast extent ol' our bouiidarios, and jiroposi- 
tions arc made to exclianttc Louisiana, or a part of 
it, for the Floridas. But, as I hare said, we shall 
get the Floridas without, and I wonld not i;ivc one 
inch of the waters of the M is-issip pi to any nation, 
because I see in a light very importaiit to our jieane 
the exclusive rii;ht toils navigation, and the ad- 
mission of no nation into it, but as into the Poto- 
mac or Delaware, with our consent and niuler our 
police. 'I'liese rederalists ncc in this ae(iuisiiion 
the formation of a ni-w Confederacy, embracing 
all the waters of the Mississippi, on both sides of 
it, and a scparatioanf its eastern waters from v.s. 
These combinations dopehd on so many circum- 
stances which we cannot forsee, that I placa little 
leliaiice on them. Wc have seldom seen iielKh- 
borbood produce aSectiou among «ation«. 'I'he 
reverse is almnstthe universal truth. Besides, if it 
should beeume the (treat interest of those nations 
to induce them logo through that convulsion, 
why should the Atlantic Statci dread it But es- 
tipciallv why should we, their present inhabitants, 
t.ke sides in such a question? 

•' When I view the Atlantic .State? prncurlng for 
those on the eastern waters of the Mississippi 
friendly instead of hostile neighhors on its western 
waters, I do not view it as an Englishman would 
the procuring future blessings for the French na- 
tion, with whom he hits no relations of blood or 
atl'ection. The future inhabitants of lh« Atlantic 
and JlissiKsippi States wil 1 be our sons. We leave 
them in disuuet but bordering establishments. 
We tliink we see their happiness in their union, 
and we wish it. Kvenis may prove it otherwise ! 
and if they see their intorest in separation, why 
should we take side* with onrAdaiitlcrather ti.un 
our MisBiRElppi descendants? It Is the elder and 
younner son differing. Ood bless them both, and 
"keep them In union if it be for their go..d, but 
separate them if it be better. The Inhabite.l part 
of Louisiana, from Point Coupee to the sea, will 
of course be iiiiinediaiely ii Territorial fjcivrrnmi-nl 
and soon a .State. liiit above that the best use we 
can make of the country for some time will be to 
give establishments in it lollic Indians on the cast 
side of the Missi-sippi, an exchange for their pres- 
ent cimntry, and open land ntlices in the la-t, and 
thus make this acquisition the means of lilling op 
the eastern side, instead of drawing idfils popula- 
tion. Wneii wc shiill hi! full on this side, we may 
lay olf a raiu e o|' .St.aios on the western bulk, from 
the head to ihe inoiifh, and so, range ^fler ranue, 
advancing compactly as wc multiply.— .Vufiorini

A Dutch Legend. 

On the quay of the Emperor .at Amsterdam 
stands a house dated 1G22. It is three stories 
high, and terminates in a gable surcharged with 
those liliputian obeli.sks «hiuhseeiii to have been, 
at a certain cjioch, the favorite ornament of Dutch 
architecture. In a frieze that separates the lirst 
story from the second are six heads of men, some 
wreathed with laurels, the others crowned with 
helmets. The style is heavy and the sculpture 
modiocrc, but the hoiise has the legend. 

It belonged in olden times to a negliciant, who 
had accumulated all manner of riches. Seven 
rubbers leagued together for the purpose of seizing 
his trcasuredj^which' he h'ad the name of bein« able 
to increase at his pleasure. They Waited until one 
'Saturday evening, for on that day the iiegociant, 
with his family and servants, hod gone to Broeck, 
leaving his dwelling in the sole charge of an aged 
serving wom.m. The robbers went silendv to 
work in the night to excavate a sublerraneati 
passage, by which lo gain an entrance through 
the Honrs of the kitchen. Once within, they could 
easily have pillaged the Iiousc, after having stran- 
gled the domestic. 

On tliat iiiglit the servant sat watching near a 
lani)i in the kitchen, and knitting. She heard, 
coiilusedly at lirst. more distinctly afterward, the 
simnd made bv the robbers at their work. She 
felt the vague fear that warns one of the approach 
of an unkiio-rt-n danger, but, as she was a bravo 
woiniui, she did not allow herself to become fright- 
ened, and seizing a lung knife which s|ie found in 
the kitchen, sharpenetfjt upon . the stone sink; 
then, after lowering the ^viekiOf the lamp in such 
a manner as to leave the room -very nearly dark, 
she stationed herself in a comer armed and pre- 
[lared. Presently she saw one of the square flag- 
stones raise and fall over as if lifted by an invisible 
power; then another, and siill aiioiher; then a 
bead bristling, bearded and fonnidalile, as the head 
of a brigand should always be, appc.ircil throuiih 
the opening. The servant resoliiicly gras|ied the 
head by the hair and severed it from tlie bndy ivilh 
a single blow of the knife, before tiie robber had 
time to give even a sigh. The woman ilieii drew 
the body up through the aperture and placed it 
promptly against the wall. The head of a second 
robber emerged presently, and was seized and cut 
olf like the lirst. 

Six times this enraged Judith repeated her 
bloody task, for the rohliers came singly through 
Ihe ti eni.h, and neitherof them having heard either 
noise, or cry, or call, imagined that each had suc- 
ceeded. Thesovcnlh, however, became frightened 
at the silence i he was an old thief, very shrewd 
and cautious, and in place of putting liis head 
through the fatal entrance, ho called to his com- 
rades. 

The servant was careful not to reply : he stopped 
there, drew a long breath, and smelling the w.irm 
and sickening tidnr of blood, he e-.imiiiehei.ded 
tliat sonieihing terrible and unexpected bad hiip- 
peued above; and not having sulheieiit euriusiiy 
to lead him to make any further attempt to un- 
ravel the mystery, he turned and used his liest 
Speed in making iiis escape, and was never htaid 
of iiflerwards. 

In commemoration of this terrible adventure the 
proprietor of the house ornamented its exterior 
with six sculptured heads, and gave to tbo old 
servant six thousand florins— a thousand for each 
lubber.

But who w;,ni^ to 
spend lime and money to yo or .-end from 
Douylas, Cayoo^h, Hope or CariSon to the 
Secretary's ofiice ? The miner wtm tori.s 
his Hlteiition lo silver iniiiiny waiin b) I'-ad 
the law for himself, measure out his claim, 
and have it reeunled at the idTice of the 
nearest Gold Commissioner. He has no 
time to hi/-le about a b.ir-ain with a half a 
dozen otlifials from the Governor down. His 
object is 10 Kel to work as speedily as pus.si- 
ble : not wait mnnlh after month for the slow 
niuvemeiu of led lapeism. But his ardor is 
cooled an.l his entei,,ti,-« cbacked in devel- 
oping a gtuwiii- and important branch of 
industry, simply thio.-,-h the want of a fools- 
cap page of printed utid published regula- 
tions.

The windows llew up— lor families lived 
there llieii. No sooner were the inmates 
sure of the sweet .-ouiid of peace, than the 
windows ne^iaii to i^low witii tirilliant illiuiii- 
natioiis. 'i lie cry •' Peace 1 tlaci: I" sjiiead 
through the city at ihe lop of all voices. No 
one stopped to inquire about " tiee trade nnd 
sailors' rigli'o." No one inquired whether 
even the nation I honor had been jireserved. 
Tlie mallerr, by winch poiii leiaii-. had iriila- 
led the nation into war, hud lost their iin- 
porlaiiue. It was enough that the ruinous 
war was over. An old man on Broadway, 
ulliaeted bv the noise to liis door, v. as seen 
to |inll do.v"i :l |ilacard, '• Tu Let,'' viliieli 
hac long been posled uji. .Never wus there 
such joy in the city. A lew evenings after 
there wasn geucial illuininaiion and aitiiough 
the snow was a foot deep uiid buaked with 
rain, yet ihu btreets were crowded with men 
and women, eager to see and partake of 
everyt t.iug whiuli had in it the Hi);ht or 
taste ol peace.— iVcw York Sun.
